( ther other state.
Now it is not my purpose to in-

duce any good citizon to leave old

Crittandcn for a worse place, but to
those who are not satisfied there and

are seeking homos in other places I

desire to call your attention to a cer-

tain locality in Mississippi where
vou eac find land as good as tho

best land in Illinois, Ohio and Kan-

sas; as good water as you can find in

eastern Tonncssco; and as good peo-

ple as you can find in Kentucky.
That in a strong statement but a trip
hero will convince one of the truth
of it.

I notico an occasional letter in tho
Record-l'rcs- s from some formor
Crittenden people who havo settled
in the southern part of Mississippi.
Now every man is free to select his
own location, but after making a

careful study of the soils of tho state
I feel that I am prepared to civc
some information that may bo of

valuo to prospective homeseokors and
investors,

Tho "Block Prairie" land of north-oastea- n

Mississippi is at present at-

tracting as much attcntiuu as any
farming land in the South, and is

perhaps suponor to any for certain
crops."

A northern man came to this re-

In addition to alfalfa, the soil,
without fertilizer, will produce from
30 to.Tfi bushels of corn per acre, 5

to 1 J bales of cotton per acre, John-

son grass, Japan clover, Bermuda,
Vetch, Red clover and other crops.

On account of the fertility
of the soil in producing
grasses, corn and hay, and tho abund-

ance of good water, it's a fine region
for raising cattle, hogs, sheep,
horses and mulct. You raise mules
in Kentucky and ship them to
Mississippi and get big prices for
them. Why not come here and raise
them cheaper than you can in Ken-

tucky and sell them for the same

price you get for them plus the
amount of freight and a middleman's
profit ,,hich amounts to a good liv
ing. This is a new country and tho
pcoplo are just beginning to rcalire
their pnssibilitcs and arc beginning
to take advantage of thorn. Now is
a good time to "get in on the ground
floor."

This is not as hot a climate as

many may suppoe, nor is it a low

swampy fever district.
Laud in the prairio region is sell-

ing for 20 to $50 por aero depend-
ing on the amount of improvements
and tho distance from town. Before
al fulfil was introduced land was sell-

ing for $10 to $25 por acre.

I am not in the real estate busi-

ness, but I am anxious to sco this
section settled up by good people,
and I am also anxious too, at least to

have you know of this region if you
aro going to leave Kentucky.

Tho prairio region is principally
in Prentiss, Alcam. Lee, Monroe,
Clay, Lowndes and Noxubee couutics
The largest towns aro Corinth,
Booncvillo, Tupelo, Okolona, West
